We that are lookers on upon the 
great Affairs T ranfaéting Abroad, 
have a very ftrange Profpect, and 
this, indeed, is the Occalion of our 
Strife and Contention about it ; no 


_ confidering thinking Man, can wifh 


er defire that the Durch fhould be 
beaten or overcome by the French, 


we. cannot think of it without Hor. 
ror; Proteftants by Papifts, a Fred 
by an Arbitrary Government; the 
Reafons aretwo ; +f, Becaufe the 
Proseftant Intervet mault foffer by it, 
be Weakened and Endanger’d, and 
in that Particular, every true Pro- 
teftant is Concern’d. 2dly, Becaufe 
the Dutch are our Barrier, againft 
not France Only, but all the reft of 
Europe, and were they ance Subdud, 
we fhould be driven to defend our 
own Coaft next, and if we had any 
War afcerward, it muft be at our 
own Door. 

Yet there are likewife two Rea- 
fons, why, Circumftances confider’d,. 
we cannot wifh to have the Confee 
derares beat the French, mark ye, 
that wait to catch and cavil, even 
at your own Senfe, it exprefs'd bue 
in Words, or by a Perfon you do 
not pleafeto like Csrcwmftances

Circumftances? Thefe.Circumftances 
are, 1ff, That the Queen df Great 
Britain hag; by the Negotiations 
Jately enter’d into, declared fhe is 
Satisfied ia the French Propofals, 
that an Honourable ‘Reafonable 
Peace may be founded upon them, 
and therefore, that fhe cannot in 
Confcience, carty om the War any 
longer ; 2dly, That upon this De- 
claration we are Separated from 
the Confederates in the Field, and 
that, not with the greateft Teltimo- 
nies of Kiadnefs and Obligation, 
that ever were in the World ; and 
3dly, That upon this Separation the 
Auxiliary Troops have left us, and 
the Contederates have Uadertaken 
to carry on the War without us — 
I have nothing to do with the Why 
or the Aéw all this is come to pafs, 
that is nothing to the Cafe, bu: 
thus it is; now in this Circumftance, 
two Things muft be the Confe- 
quence of this War going.on;' 1. If 
the Dutch obtain the End they aim'd 
at, they Exalt a Popifh Imperial Ex- 
orbitance, which | fay is dangerous 
to Europe and to the Proteftant In- 
tereft, and therefore, had King 
Charles I]. remaind as he was, [ 
fhould have thought us happy in 
pufhing his Title as King of Spain, 
but fince be made. EMPEROR te, 
which I think the worft and moft 
Impolitick Step that ever ‘was ta- 
ken by the Confederates, fince that 
Time, | have. no more to fay or 
feek upon that part: 244, As this 
War is carryed on without us, fo 
as [ have faid before, if it fucceeds, 
it will fall upon us, and we fhall in- 
evitably be brought into a New 
War, even with our Proteftant 
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Confederates Which is a terrible 
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Profpeét, and which no Man in his 


Senfes can defire to fee. 
Now fuppofing thefe to be the 
Confequences, How can any Man:in 


his moft ferious Thoughts wifh Suc- : 


cefs to either Side ? What Entang- 


led perplex’d Circumftancesare the. — 


Affairs of Europe brought to,: that 
we can neither with Succefs to one 
Side or other, nor can join neither 
with one Side or other? And what 
is the'juft Confequence of this, 1 
mean, as to our Making a Judgment, 
but that we pfay that a good Peacé 
may, Reconcile all thofe clafhing In- 
terefts, and reftore a good Neigh- 
bourhood and-a- good Underftand- 
ing to-all the Prerefane Princes of 
Enrope ; and this 1. do with all my 
Heart, and as much as fome think 
I diflike :prefcrib’d Forms of Pray- 
er, I join heartily with this Church 
Prayer, Give Peace iz our Time O 
Lord, 

We are now expecting the Sub- 
ftance of her Majefty’s Refolutions, 
in anew Declaration of the Queen’s 
which is now delivered at the Con- 
grefs, and a full draft of a Peace 
by the King of France; and I am 
ftill in hopes the Durcé will fee fo 
much of their own Safety and tnte- 
reft on one Hand, and that the 
Queen is fo much in earneit on the 
other Hand, for the obtaining a 
Peace, and getting Jult and Honov- 
rable Conditions for them, that 
they will no longer ftand out, and 
I dread the Confequence, even for 
them, if they do not, | hope they 
will prevent our Fears. 

But fhall we not fay shen, would to 
God they had done it betore, shat 
fuch a Flood or Stream of Chriftian

Denain—— And what fhall we fay 
to the manner of the. Surprize ? 
Why had not the Earl of dlbermarle 
notice.of the March of the French, 
time enough to have made his Re- 
treat, either to Doway or Marchiennes;

Day, 1 a Clock Afternoon ;. they 
had a.March from Hafperof two 
Leagues and a half and above 30000 
Men could not March undifcover'd, 
we cannot account for it in the or- 
dinary courfe of Things; the Ge- 
nerals who Commanded, are not 
Men whofe Condué& ‘ufed to be 
found fault with; they are alkactive 
vigilant, Experienc’d old:Soldiers. 
if the God of Battles has laid 
down being the real God of War ; 
if the Sovereign Ruler of the World 
has no Hand in any of thefe Great 
Affairs, then the Human Condu& 
of thefe Men ought to be enquir’d 
into, and they ought to becall’d to 
an Account for the Blood of all the 
poor Mén Sacrifiz’d upon this Oc- 
cafion; for having no Scouts out, 
neither before them or behind them, 
letting themfelves be furpriz’d in 
the middle of the Day, not by a 
Flying Party, not by a Body of Ca- 
valry, whofe Motion being fwift, 
might be upon them before they were a-

Dutch Hearts to confider their own 
Safety, and how much the Prete- 
fant Intereft depends upon that 
Safecy, beforé they.cake their fal 
Refolutions, and. before they - take- 
that Step which they cannot Re- 
trieve. 

In fhort, nothing buta Peace.can 
fave Eyrope, and can fave the Prore. 
frant- Interef’, and can fave the Pro- 
teftant Succefion ——- And yet we 
will run the Hazard ofall thefe for 
a’War! And pray why are we fo 
bent upon a War ? The main Rea-
